Office Action Summary 
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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is a first action on the merits of application Serial No.09/670,050, 
filed September 25, 2000. 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the plurality of 
electronic capacitors used as a biasing means must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
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be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. There is insufficient disclosure of how a plurality of electronic 
capacitors would be provided as a biasing means. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 refers to "said logic means" and "said 

activator" without proper antecedent basis thus rendering the claim indefinite. In 

addition, claim 6 refers to "said clutch outer element" without a proper antecedent. 

Claim 9 is indefinite because it refers to "said logic means" without proper antecedent 
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basis. In addition, claim 13 refers to "said clutch outer element" without a proper 
antecedent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 5, 6, 8, 9, 12, 13, and 15, insofar as definite, and claim 16 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Portman('271). Portman discloses an 
on-board entertainment system display assembly having a retractor motor 42, a clutch 
assembly 38, and a movement sensor 48,50. A computer is connected to the sensors 
to control the positioning of the display and would inherently involve logic to some 
extent. Regarding claim 16, use of the Portman device would inherently involve 
activating the motor to deploy the system, monitoring the relationship of the components 
to determine when the system is deployed, and activating the motor to retract the 
system. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Portman('271 ). It would have been obvious to perform the monitoring step in 
Portman for one or both directions of movement of the system for the purpose of 
determining when deployment and/or retraction are complete. 

Claims 2, 3, 10, and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Portman('271) in view of Blackburn et al.('055). While Portman 
provides a spiral spring biasing means, there does not appear to be disclosure of an 
integrated stop and region for engaging the stop, as called for in claim 2. Blackburn et 
al. disclose a clutch mechanism having a stop 110 and region 92 for engaging the stop 
to permit relative movement to sense torque overload. It would have been obvious to 
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provide such a clutch mechanism in the drive of Portman, the motivation being to permit 
relative movement indicating excess load on the display system. 

Claims 7 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Portman('271 ) in view of Portman(791 ). Portman('271 ) does not appear to employ 
optic sensors, as called for in these claims. Portman(791 ) discloses the use of optic 
sensors in this environment. It would have been obvious to use optic sensors in 
Portman('271 ), the motivation being to use a sensor that is less susceptible to wear. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ogata('078), Salomon('106), Shimizu('386), Rice('487), and 
Portman et al.('573) show other arrangements for deploying and retracting on-board 
display systems. Nakamura('219), Goto et al.('906), and Versnel('140) show various 
motor overload cut-off arrangements.
